ab ou t ecop aiasitism are eith er ano­ 
ny mou s or signed with initials, an 
attack of p edicu losis or scab ies is 
not necessarily a social error of 
great magnitu de. 
A v isit from an ecopsrasite can 
happen to the best of us. And or- 
casionatly does. So don’t be afraid 
to tell y ou r doctor or y our local 
p h arm acist about it, especially if 
lie happens to hav e a war record. 
I th ink it’s th is relu ctance to seek 
p rofessional adv ice in th e neigh b or, 
h ood th at cau ses so many corres­ 
p ondents to comp lain th at “ th ey ’v e 
tried ev ery th ing” with ou t su ccess 
For it's an u nfortu nate tru th th at 
non of th e old-fash ioned remedies 
is mu ch good. 
Some, like kerosene and b enzene 
are dangerou s b ecau se of th eir 
flammab ility . 
It's 
dou b tfu l 
th at 
mu ch is accomplished b y larksp u r 
(delp h iniu m) or Balsam of Peru or 
ointments containing m ercu ry or 
su lfu r. And some of th e newer in 
secticides are apt to be tox ic wh en 
u sed in the large q u antities neces 
sary for effectiv e action. 
There Is, fortunately , at least 
one safe and effectiv e chemical 
that's death to both lire and 
mites when used according to 
directions. It's official name is 
I, 2, 8 , 4, 5, 6,-hex achloroey clo- 
hex ane and it’s bent known under 
the registered trade mark name 
of Kwell. 
Before ap p ly ing Kwell lotion, it's 
necessary to take a long h ot b ath 
du ring wh ich inv olv ed skin areas 
mu st be briskly scrubbed with soap 
on a tou gh b ru sh . 
After dry ing, th e 
notion is applied wh erev er it’s need 
ed, and p erm itted to rem ain on for 
24 h ou rs. At th e end of th is time 
it s remov ed du ring th e cou rse of 
anoth er tu b b ing and scru b b ing. And 
treatm ent is comp leted by a com 
p lete ch ange of b ed and p ersonal 
linens and cloth es, and a remov al 
of nils with a fine-tooth ed comb . 
Th e b ig p rob lem th at rem ains is 
th at of p rev enting reinfection. For 
u nless th e toilet seat is scru b b ed 
and oth er mem b ers of th e h ou se 
h old su b jected to th e same treat 
ment, if needed, th e “ b oarders 
will retu rn little th e worse for th eir 
temp orary ev iction.
